Section 1. A new section of the Gross Receipts and
Compensating Tax Act is enacted to read:

"7-9-22.2. [NEW MATERIAL] EXEMPTION--POLLUTION CONTROL

EQUIPMENT.--Exempted from the gross receipts tax are the
receipts from selling pollution control equipment required to
meet air and water quality standards of a state or federal
agency authorized to regulate and set air and water quality
emission standards; excepted are pollution control equipment for
motor vehicles or aircraft required to be licensed by the laws

of this state, without regard to the use to which the motor
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vehicles or aircraft are put.”
